A son, 1st. Liout. Tom Wee- 
don, under Lt. Col. Burnett, 121st 
Inf., was one of these fighters 
until captured by the Japs du 
ing a daring raid against a Jap­ 
anese stronghold

This son, he reported, later es­ 
caped, but the Jap torture had 
impaired his health to such an 
extent that he was unable to 
fight them as before.

It was also learned that Mrs. 
Ross, whom Weedon has known 
for many y»ars, also had two 
brothers that fought with the 
guerrillas but she has had no 
word from them for more, than 
two years.

"Zero" Ward
While imprisoned, Weedon 

itated that many times he had 
iccupied the "zero" ward, trans­ 

lated as being the ward for 
those who are about to die. But 
each time he would fool them 
with his> strong determination to 
live. Even ampng the stench of 
the dead and dying, tlic will of 
this man soon brought him ex­ 
clusion from "zero" ward.

The underground of this prison 
was very active, Weedon re­ 
marked, and thousands were 
killed for their efforts in con­ 
tributing to it, but: "When peo­ 
ple are dying daily from ill 
treatment and starvation, they 
do not hesitate in their efforts 
toward freedom. The Philippine 
people could have easily ignored 
our predicament, but they did 
not choose to do this. Their 
choice was to brave the Jap 
sword in their underground ac­ 
tivities, and many died freely 
In our ultimate liberation."

Kuts Leaves and Grass
Woodon told of eating leaves

and grass to supplement their
daily ration of yermined ' rice.
And as if this were not enough

when we could strike -back.'
"I heard of my son's capture 

and* of his torture through the 
underground and the monta 
anguish nearly drove me mad 
I was soon comforted with the 
realization that he had struck 
a blow at them; my boy had 
fought hnd struck a blow for 
freedom. This was what I was 
enduring -all - my .^palii for to 
strike a blow for 'freedom."

Only 500 Live
"There were barely more than 

500 of us left In January of 
1945, 500 of the 12,000 captured 
and herded through the hot 
streets of Manila 33 months pre­ 
vious. I had made myself a pair 
of pants during these months 
in prison to wear out of Caban­ 
atuan on the day of liberation. 
It happened quickly and was, 
well planned. Suddenly I hac 
'cm on, and then the Rangers 
came!" There were 121 of thes. 
men from the U. S. 6th Rangei 
Infantry Bn. -along with 26C 
Philippine guerrillas led by Lt 
Col. Homy A. Mucci 6t Denver, 
Colo.

Weedon reported that all the 
Japs there were killed, also 
Japanese reenforcement company 
of tanks completely annihilated 
during their liberation.
